What the iron 
that can be so made will be worth in the 
market, or for practical U9 e , cannot yet be 
determined. 
English capital built a great 
furnace in Virginia a few years ago, and 
an experienced English furnace manager 
in charge of it, and manned it with train­ 
ed Englishmen, and declared that iron as 
good as was made in Pennsylv ania would 
be made there in v ast quantity at a cost 
of less than ten dollars per ton.

I don’t 
knowhow it is, but there is a peculiar excite­ 
ment about going on before an audience t hat 
takes an actress safely through exposure that 
would inevitably kill her anywhere else. 
You see them coming out of their warm 
dressing rooms on a cold winter night, 
dreswd in their thin, low cut and sloeveless 
dresses. 
They stand about the wings wait­ 
ing for their cues, und the keen wind blows 
down their hacks and they shiver pitifully 
in the cold as though their teeth were going 
to drop out.

wear on the stage. 
There w as none of that 
peculiar excitement that had warded off a 
cold when she was acting, bowevc r, and she 
died from the exposure. 
You see it won’t 
do to argue that women are safe at a ball 
with low cut dresses because they don’t 
catch cold on the stage when they are so 
attired.*'—-New York Mail and Express.

Custer in 
Virginia. 
“ The amount 
of 
mothering and petty ty ranny I ex ercised,” 
sho adds, “ was not in proportion to my 
y ears, but he submitted to it all as only 
brav e and big aouled men can do when as­ 
sured of sincere, disinterested affection. His 
manners and self culture became a serious 
study with him. 
He not only aimed to be a 
perfect soldier but he was determined to take 
up his studies, interrupted by his early enlist­ 
ment. 
Ev en in those busy times he bought 
himself school books « id pored ov er them 
with patience in the ev enings. 
He seemed 
to hav e come through unscathed by tho 
coarseness of his surroundings as an enlisted 
man; for though the best blood of our land 
was often in the ranks, there was a large 
element of lawlessness besides among the sol­ 
diers.” 
An interesting insight into the camp life 
Mrs. Custer ex perienced, and which no 
doubt will be enlarged upon in her new 
book, is found in portions of this sketch of 
the general’s brother, to whom they wore 
both so much attached. 
“ As soon as Tom 
was made aide-de-camp,” she writes, “ be 
followed his intrepid brother in charges and 
was intrusted with the carry ing of impor­ 
tant dispatches and orders, which inv olv ed 
caution in trav ersing the enemy ’s country 
and reliance upon hi» own judgment. 
He 
was inv ariably selected for the hardest work. 
If, after a tumultuous day . the general and 
his staff threw themselv es down around tho 
camp fire to sleep and they were awakened 
by news that required one of them to saddle 
and start off for night duty , Tom was tho 
one selected. 
I nev er heard that ho ev en 
looked a murmur. 
I only know that I 
agreed with the staff when they used to say , 
‘if any one thinks it a soft thing to be a com­ 
manding officer’s brother he misses liis guess. ’ 
If I ev er attempted to put in a protest for 
tho 19-y ear-old boy my husband argued with 
me that ho must watch himself; that ho 
nev er made the| slightest| distinctionMn dis­ 
cipline because Tom happened to be his 
brother. 
If the lad came in our room to re­ 
port. officially the general receiv ed the lieu­ 
tenant in the most formal manner, but the 
moment the business was finished Torn flung 
aside his sward and the two fell to scuffling 
just the same as they used to in their merry 
boy hood day s on the old farm in Ohio. ’ ’—

TWENTY MILLIONS FOR GUNS 


Allison's Figures Seem to Indica te That 
the Country Is Sa fe—Putting In Plea s 
for Guns and F orte-T w o Views of a 
Possible Fig ht—An Extra Session lo o m ­ 
ing —A llen's Oblig ing Constituents. 


W a shing ton C ity, Feb. 3.—The question 
whether there will be a surplus next year or 
whether the appropriations will absorb the 
income of the government was pretty thor­ 
oughly gono over in the senate Wednesday. 
Allison, referring to a partial statement on 
the subject which he made Tuesday, said he 
desired to more fully consider the matter. 
He said the regular estimates of the depart­ 
ments, as submitted by the secretary of the 
treasury, amounted, in round numbers, to 
1378,000,000, 
Since that tiqje there had been 
supplementary and other estimates amount­ 
ing to a considerable sum. 
For example 
there was nil estimate of nearly 15,000,000 to 
carry out the provisions of the Mexican pen­ 
sion hill. 
No estimate had been as yet sub­ 
mitted as to the disabilities pension bill, 
which both houses had passed but which had 
not yet received the signature of the presi­ 
dent. 
It was saie to assume, however, that 
# 7,000,000 or #5,000,000 would bo required 
for that purpose. 
Theu there had bjon al­ 
ready submitted estimates for deficiencies 
amounting to # i,000,000 more. 
So that the 
total of the estimates for the next fiscal year, 
without including miscellaneous appropria­ 
tions, amounted to $305,000,000. 
He thought 
it safe to assume, however, that congress 
would not appropriate fully up to the esti­ 
mates. 
These figures included # 5,000,000 for coast 
defenses and about # 23,000,000 for now navy; 
also the amount provided by law to be set 
aside as a sinking fund. 
Platt said $5,000,000 was practically noth­ 
ing for coast defenses, and Allison proceeded 
then to give the probable revenue. 
The re­ 
ceipts for the year ended Juno 30, 1888, were 
$338,000,000; add ngthe postal revenue raised 
this to # 380,000,000. Assuming the postal 
receipts for this year at $50,000,000 (the post­ 
master general’s estimate) the total receipts 
would be $386,000,000. 
The only addition to 
these receipts must come from the customs. 
Allison proceeded as follows: “ The total re­ 
ceipts of revbnue for the first half of this 
fiscal year amount to # 180,OIK),000, so that if 
that rate continues we will have a total reve­ 
nue of # 380,000,000 for this current year as 
compared with # 336,001,000 for the last fiscal 
year. 
In these estimates for the current 
year I do not include postal receipts, so that 
we will have # 360,00(1,000 of receipts and an 
expenditure of # 305,000,000. 
Add the esti­ 
mated postal revenue and the receipts will be 
$410,000,000. This will make the surplus $15,- 
000,000. 
If we comply with the law in rela­ 
tion to the sinking fund then we are com­ 
pelled to buy bonds in the open market, either 
4 ^ or 4 per cent, bonds or the currency 6s 
issued to the Pacific railroads.” 
Upon being asked if it was not imperative 
that we buy bonds for the sinking fund Alli­ 
son said: “ In my judgment the government 
is not bound by^aw, or in good faith to the 
bondholders, to purchase a t a premium bonds 
that are not yet due. 
The sinking fund 
projected for the benefit of the bondholders 
is more than $300,000,000 in advance of the 
general requirements of the sinking fund 
law. While I admit that the letter of the 
law requires the setting apart of 1 per cent, 
of the total debt each year, still that is a re­ 
quirement whish can be set aside by law in 
good faith. 
It is a quostion whether or not 
the promoters of that law intended that the 
government should go into the open market 
and pay a premium of 28 per cent, for its 
bonds in order to comply with that provis­ 
ion.” 
Upon being 
asked by Ingalls why it 
was 
th a t tho sinking fu nd was so m u ch in excess 
of the am ou nt required, Allisou said the law 
req u ired “ no less” than 1 per cent, of the 
debt to be sat apart for that fu nd, bu t th at 
the law did not provide for “ no more” than 
I per cent., and it had been the practice of 
the treasu ry to put into the fund an amount 
largely in excess of that per cent. 
Beck 
added tho additional reason that congress had 
passed an additional law authorizing the 
treasury to purchase bonds for the fund with 
any surplus revenue it might hold. 
*Platt said he gathered from the statements 
made that the surplus revenue for the next 
fiscal year would not exceed $50,000,000, and 
added: 
“ I do not want this congress to ad­ 
journ until it has provided, in.some, way, 
that a sum equal, or nearly equal, to $50,- 
000.00b shall be immediately available to 
commence a system of coast defensea

duty—will be justly and severely criticised 
by the people; will hav e forgotten the best 
interests of the country, if it shall adjourn 
without having made such a provision; and 
1, for one, want to be counted as an oppo­ 
nent of any scheme that will reduce the rev­ 
enues of this government to a point where 
there will not be 
plenty of money to inau­ 
gurate and carry on most vigorously a thor­

WHAT TO DO WITH THE SURPLUS. 


Teller Calls for a Lavish Outlay in W ar 
Prepa ra tions. 


W a sh in g to n C ity, Feb. 3.—After the talk 
on tho revenuo was qpncluded in tho seriate 
Wednesday Teller made a long speech, urg­ 
ing a lavish expenditure of the surplus rev­ 
enue for coast defence and increasing the ef­ 
ficiency of the navy. 
There was a large 
amount of money in the treasury not needed 
there, and there was plenty of opportunities, 
too, to use the excess of revenue.

days ago the admiral of the navy had said 
we had but one ship that in three months 
could do service, and that vessel had only 
one gun. 
The country was without fortifica­ 
tions, and all its seaports could bo raidod by 
any fifth-rate vessel of any power. 
On the

has bu t one gun, which was used to annou nce 
the rising and the setting of the su n, while 
on theso hikes England had a fl :et which 
cou ld destroy every city bordering on them 
within twenty-four hours. 
W as it wisdom, Teller ask*i, or was it 
w orth while for the senate to spend tim e in 
determ ining 
what should be the redu ction of 
the revenu e when there was necessity for 
such a vast expenditure in this direction! 
We were at the absolute mercy of any peo­ 
ple who ©hoie eo assail us, and yet congress 
a n t from day to day considering whether the 
tax mrgiht be taken off sugar or tobacco.

T u scola, Ills., Feb. 3. —Groat prepara­ 
tions have been in progress here for several 
days for a wolf hunt on a magnificent scale, 
and Wednesday morning when tho 1,560 
hunters who had arranged to toko part in 
the sport crawled out of their bods they 
found the ground covered with sleet and the 
naked trees sparkling as though their trunks 
and branches had been coated with powered 
mica. 
Rain fell all the night, and, the tem­ 
perature becoming colder toward morning, 
the water soon iced up everything out of 
doors. 
At 7 o’clock a man in a hunter’s 
jacket and mounted on a bay horse tooted a 
horn as he clattered through the streets of 
the town. 
This was the signal for all the 
wolf hunters to mount and start for the 
haunts 
of the animal 
The 
cavalcade 
started out in good order, but before a mile 
had been traveled the captains found it ut­ 
terly impossible to keep the horsemen in 
line. 
The hounds kept well in front of the 
hunters as they neared the big far m of Andy 
Given, now sparkling in the light of the 
morning sun. 
The cavalcade began to close in on the 
Given premises in good order, but the instant 
a dozen dark and cadaverous gray wolves 
bounded out of a thicket on the farm tho 
hunters became demoralized In their eager­ 
ness to dispatch the pack. 
Horsemen dashed 
in every direction, and, what was at first re­ 
garded as a magnificent and impenetrable 
wall of warriors, now became a mass of shout­ 
ing and howling madmen. 
The hounds kept 
at the heels of the wolves, which w re fast 
making 
good 
their escape. 
Everybody 
thought that all the fieeing beast would get 
away, when a young man named Eastin 
dashed after the hounds on a fleet-footed 
mare. He got within 100 yards of the wolves 
and was about to raise his gun, when his 
horse slipped on the slippery earth, throwing 
its rider violently to the ground. 
Top Bur- 
gitt, who was dashing along just behind 
Eastin, took a snap shot at the pack, bring­ 
ing down an old gray fellow, with yellow 
teeth and a good brush. 
A rush was made 
for the dead beast, and in the riot which en­ 
sued the Campbells seized the animal and cut 
off its tail. 
The remainder of the pack es­ 
caped. 
The hunters reached town about noon. 
If 
they had not become demoralized at the 
sight of so many wolves every one of the 
beasts would have been killed. 
Nearly 100 
men from neighboring counties participated 
in the chase. 
Douglas county has long been pestered by 
wolves. 
Two weeks ago nearly 2,000 men 
chased a pack over the same country scoured 
Wednesday, and three big fellows were 
killed. 
It is probable that the hunts will 
continue the rest of the winter, or at least 
until the beasts are exterminated. 
The sleet 
on the ground made it difficult for the horses 
to make any kind of showiug against the 
wolves. 
A man who came in from the 
Given farm Wednesday night says that hi 
saw two wolves making their way across the 
country at sundown. 


MUST TAKE THE COUPONS. 


A Virg inia Law Pronounced U nconstitu­ 
tion a l—A ppea l Taken. 


B a ltim o re , Feb. 3.—J udge Bond, in the 
United States district court of Eastern Vir­ 
ginia, heard an interesting case Wednesday, 
involving tho constitutionality of the Vir­ 
ginia coupon acts of 188.V-K The case was on 
a petition of Richard L. Fitzgerald, a shoe 
salesman of Philadelphia. He, on Dec. 10, 1888, 
deposited with C. Greenbow, treasurer of 
Richmond, $99 in Virginia coupons and $1.75 
in United States money for a license to sell 
goods by sample in Virginia. 
Fitzgerald 
was arrested on Jan. 35 on a charge of tell­ 
ing goods without a license, the treasurer 
having refused to accept the coupons in pay­ 
ment of tho license, as the act states that 
coupons so offered must be accompanied by 
the game value in United States money, the 
money to be held by the treasurer until the 
coupons are ascertained to be genuine. 
J udge Bond discharged Fitzgerald, and, in 
giving his opinion, said that the acts of 1885 
and 7t>S6 coustitute one law, although passed 
at different times, and held that they are un­ 
constitutional because they impair the cou­ 
pon act, which provides that coupons shall 
be received in payment of all public dues 
and taxes. 
Virginia has made the coupons 
as much of a legal tender for public dues 
and taxes as is a greenback, and it is not 
necessary to show what an impairment it 
would be to the value of the latter did its 
genuine character have to be proved every 
time it is offered in payment of a debt. 
Attorney General Ayers, of Richmond, 
who represented the state of Virgiuia, asked 
for an appeal, which was granted.
